SOFT VOICE AND QUIET SMILE. 


Thinks That If She Had Remained at 
Home on Night of Murder Husband 
Would Not Have Been 
Accused.

_ NEW YORK, Feb. 8—‘I am certain my 
‘ husband ts not guilty,” said Mrs. Dr. Sam- 
,-uel J. Kennedy in the courtroom where her 


; 


‘husband is on trial for the second time on 
‘the charge of murdering Dollie Reynolds 
at the Grand Hotel, Aug. 18, 1898. 

“Be is a good man,” she said, “and I 
know absolutely he did not commit that 
| erime.’’ 

She stood in the back of the courtroom 
this morning with her father, a white- 
haired old*gentleman, who never makes the 
mistake of patting her shoulder to show 
his sympathy, and yet who is all concern, 
and she said very simply what she be- 
lieved to be the truth about her husband. 
She didn't say she must consult her law- 
yers; she didn’t say she didn’t know that 
the public cared what she thought about 
her husband as aman, aside from 
it. She simply said some things about 
the fact that he is her husband. 

This is the way she looks: She is little, 
and she has a soft voice and a quiet smile. 
She Knows how to shake hands. She has 
a round face and nice eyes, and a round lit- 
tle chin. She was plainly dressed in a well- 
made tailor gown and a small black hat. 

And this is what she said about her hus- 
band and the reasons she has for being 
sure he is innocent: 


The Loving Wife’s 
Theory of the Case. 

“Why, he was always all consideration for 
me! It is absurd to think that a man as 
gentle and thoughtful of my welfare as he 
was should have had it in him to do this 
thing they accused him of. Even if I had no 
ether wes. Be to believe in him beyond this 
knowledge of his character and his tMisposi- 
tion I would know that he never could 
have been guilty of an act of violence. Even 
if I just stood off and looked at tne evi- 
dence I would know that he isn’t guilty. 
Surely every one who is in court and listens 
to the defense will know'tthat, too. 

“For, besides all this, which marks the 
crime not his, thereare other reasons. ‘There 
is absolute proof that he did not commit 
the crime and that is why I say [ Know 
that my husband is innocent. This is the 
proos as the defense is going to follow.it,. 
and through it alone, I believe, my hus- 
band’s innocence will be established. 

“Tn the first place, on the night of Mun- 
day, Aug. 18, 1898, Dollie Reynolds and 
some man left the Grand Hotel at 6:45 
o'clock in the evening. They went out the 
Thirtv-first street entrance and took a cab. 
They were driven to Martin's, where they 
dined The cabman who drove them knew 
Dollie Reynolds personally, and he knew 
Dr. Kennedy by sight. The cabmrn says 
the man whom he took to Martin's post- 
tively was not Dr. Kennedy. 

“The second point is that they left the 
hotel at 6:45 a arrived at Martin's about 
7:15. At precisely that time my husband 
was walking down Seventh avenue with a 
friend, Mr. Ufer. Mr. Ufer is a witness, 
ard he can prove that this is so. That is 
the first physical impossibility that it could 
have been my husband who was with her 
that night. 

‘When my husband left Mr. Ufer it was 
to go to Proctor’s theater. Of that we have 
no proof yet. No one saw him there, but 
that was where he was. He ate no dinner 
at all that night. He usually came home to 
dinner, but I had gone to Massachusetts 
the Saturday before for a ten days’ outing. 
He was not well, and he ate Mo dinner. If 
T had only stayed at home he would have 
come home and all this needn't have hap- 
pened. 


Outlines the 

Full Defense. 

“After the theater the defense will prove 
that my husband took the 12:25 ferry for 
Bt. George. It is proved he was on the 


ferry at the time. A Mrs. Slaton of Staple- 
ton, S._I., had been over here to find out 
about her son, who was a member of the 
United States army in Cuba, and she haa 
had no news of him and had been trying 
to get some. It was a late hour for ner 
to be out and on account of the inquiry 
about the boy she knows absolutely tne 
date. She saw my husband on the ferry. 
That was 12:25 o’clock—or the last ferry. 
And Dolly Reynolds and this man entered 
the hotel at 12:30 o'clock, according to the 
testimony of the hotel 
remained until 2:30. ‘hat is the second 
hysical impossibility that it: could have 
Seen my husband with her. 

“Mrs. Slaton,. however, isn't the 
witness that crossed on that ferry. ‘I'he 
Staten Island Rapid Transit cars wait for 
the last ferry, but unless one hurries trom 
the ferry he ts unable to make the last 
car. My husband did not hurry and 
car started before he reached it. 

‘Then he went to two hackmen, both of 
whom knew him, and asked them how 
much they would ask to take him 
They wanted $.

walked it often. He did walk and he got 
home at 2:45 o'clock. Also he was seen 
to have entered the house at that time and 
we have proof of that. Remember that 
the man with Dolly Reynolds left the Grand 
Hotel only 15 minutes before the time my 
husband was seen to have entered our 
house. That is the third physical impos 
sibility that he could have been the man.

SHE REFUSED TO LEAD THEM 


DECLARED SHE WAS TIRED AND 
DECLINED TO MAKE A RAID. 


Unusual Incident Closes the Work of 
the Kansas Saloon Crusader at 
Topeka. 


TOPEKA, Kan., Feb. 8.—Mrs. Nation last 
night for the first time displayed the white 
feather. It was at a meeting of 30 of her 
followers, who, armed with hatchets, had 
gathered in secret to arrange a night raid 
on Topeka joints. The women had been 
promised the aid of several male students 
at Washburn, who were to come to town 
armed after midnight and personally take 
part in the raid and also see that the cru- 
saders were not molested. The excitement 
at the meeting was intense, the women 
planning minutely for the raid. It was 
decided to saunter out at 3 o'clock in the 
morning and demolish every joint in town 
Suddenly, when everything seemed satisfac- 
torily arranged for a terrific Onslaught Mrs 
Nation balked, began putting on her wraps 
and said she was going home. Instantly 
her followers were in an uproar. Mingled 
with expressions of-surprise at her quick 
change of front, s00n came words of con- 
demnation.

CARTHAGE, Mtss., Feb. 9.—In October, 
1899, there occurred in Leake County a 
crime so terrible that the whole country 
Stood aghast thereat. Mrs. Hattie Gamble 
and her-two grown daughters, Sallie and 
Maud,*and her two smaller boys, Haywood 
and Reuben Gamble, were murdered and 
their dweiling buried to cover the double 
crime of robbery and murder.

PEOPLE BURNED LIKE TORCHES 


Hospital at Baku Full of Victims of 
Terrible Oil Fire. 

ST. PETERSBURG, Feb. 8.—Dispatches 
from Baku say all the available hospitals 
are filled with people injured by the naph- 
tha fire, while the sheds on the fair grounds 
are filled by those made homeless by the 
conflagration. 

The fire broke out In the evening at meal 
time and spread so rapidly that many peo- 

le were unable to escape from their 

omes. The fire also cut off the retreat of 
the spectators, 30 of whom perished. 

It is believed the conflagration was start- 
ed by a discharged employe for the purpose 
of revenge, and it is further reported that 
the naphtha reservoirs had been previously 
filled with water which in overflowing car- 
ried the flaming fluid over the town, iIn- 
volving all the houses as far as Police 
street. 

The stream of fire was several yards high. 
Numbers of people were seen attempting to 
escape while burning like torches. The to- 
tal number of victims is not ascertainable 
at present. 


CAPITAL IS $64,000,000. 


General Chemical and New Jersey Zinc 
Companies Have Combined. 
NEW YORK, Feb. 8.—It has been learned 
that negotiations are well under way be- 
tween representatives of the General Chem- 
ical Co. and the New Jersey Zinc Co. for 
a consolidation of these interests. The 
formal plan provides for the incorporation 
of a new company with the following capi- 
talization: 
Preferred stock, 6-per-cent cumulative,

Of $64,000,000. 

Of the authorized common stock the plan 
provides that $8,00,000 shall be issued on 
acquisition of property and in part payment 
therefor as fully paid.stock, and $16,900,000 
is to be assessable stock, on which 10 per 
cent is to be called at time of issue and 
payable at such date or dates as may be 
made by organization committee, the bal- 
ance payable as called by the board of dil- 
rectors, but not more than 10 per cent to be 
called in any one year unless consent of a 
majority of such $16,000,000 of assessable 
stock is given.

The best means—the quickest, surest and most satisfactory— 
of meeting the emergency confronting St. Louis is a consti- 
tutional convention. The pinion of all members of the Pub- 
lic Welfare Commission except one is embodied in the follow- 
ing resolution adopted with the report of the executive com- 
to) thenitved. That in the opinion of this commission 

the calling of a. constitutional convention for the re- 
vision of the state Constitution is the only adequate 
remedy for the difficulties under which the financial 
administration of the city is laboring. We therefore 
urge upon the General Assembly the submission to the 
people of the state of the question of holding such a 
convention at the earliest practicable date. 

The Public Welfare Commission represents practically all 
the interests of St. Louls—manufacturing, commercial, finan- 
cial, professional, labor and the press.

In the elections last autumn seven 
constitutional amendments were submitted to the people and 
all were carried. In the present Legislature three important 
ginendments are pending. One, providing for the perpetuation 
of the school fund certificates, has been recommended in a 
special message by Gov. Dockery. Another provides for the 
Separation of state and local taxation. A third provides for the 
repeal of the amendment compelling holders of mortgages on 
real estate to pay the proportionate taxes on the nortgage 
values. 

Patchwork amendment of the Constitution is never satis- 
factory. The mortgage tax amendment is a good illustration 
of the ease with which blunders are made in the patching of 
onstitutions. Whenever the organic law needs much amend- 
ment the work can only be satisfactorily done by a constitu-

story. 

It was ‘“‘the rich farmer racket,’’ the old 
story that has lined old Charley's pdécket for 
years. He was pained when ‘it failed him 
this time and Patrolman Cronin took him 
to the Dayton Street Police Station. 

Old Charley is.a noted criminal, who looks 


like ‘“‘Pa’’ in the Peck’s Bad Boy book. He 
has the same stubby beard, small, shrewd 
eyes and innocent expression. He is 76 
years old now and fond of prison life. 

His criminal career of over half a cen- 
tury is remarkable, fn that he has operated 
only in Missouri, and nearly all the time 
near St. Louis. 

He is a confidence man with one trick,

New System Invented by 
United States Weather 
Bureau. 


NOW WORKS FOR SIXTY MILES 


IT IS DISTINCT FROM THE PLANS 


OF MARCONI OR TESLA. 


Chief Moore Claims That He Will De- 


velop the System to Send Messages 
to Ships 500 Miles Out 
at Sea. 


Gpecial te the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 8.—A new system 
of wireless telegraphy has been developed 
by the Weather Bureau. 

“It is a success,’’ said Willis 8. Morse, 
chief of the bureau. ‘“‘We have been ex- 
perimenting for a year at Cobb’s Island, in 
the Potomac river, 70 miles below Wash- 
ington. 

‘We have completed an apparatus that 
we expect will enable us to signal ships 
500 miles or more out at sea. We shall 
s00n send out ships equipped with receiv- 
ing instruments. We have just completed 
a station at Roanoke, N. C., and will soon 
have stations at Hatteras and Cape Henry. 

“We have succeeded in telegraphing per- 
fectly with our wireless system for 60 
miles, over a rough country around Wash- 
ington. That, I believe, is fully equal to the 
best transmission that has ever been ac- 
complished by the Marconi! method. Our 
system is quite distinct from his and is be- 
ing developed along our own lines. 

“We succeeded in sending messages for 
some distance from a staff only three feet 
high. We established regular communica- 
tion between the laboratory and Washing- 
ton, 60 miles. One of our men has a farm 
near Fort Myer, Va., just across from 
Washington. A staff, feet high, was 
on the place, and at the top were placed 
our instruments. We were able to com- 
municate with the island as regularly and 
as freely as though we were working over 
a wire. The speed of the waves was prac- 
tically that of light. 

“We used a system of dots and dashes 
and our receiver was of the ‘sounder’ 
type. We read messages by sound. We 
anpees. however, to develop a receiver that 
will record messages. Notwithstanding our 
success it does not seem that wireless tel- 
egraphy is developed yet to the point where 
it can be used for ordinary commercial] pur- 
poses on land. The weather disturbances 
and the conditions that surround cities 
would prove obstacles.”’
